hundreds, there were fewer serious 
casualties than for many years. Only 
one death was reported by the police, 
that of Morris Shapir, a selzer water 
manufacturer, who was shot by a stray 
bullet as he was driving in Harlem. 
He died soon afterward. The police 
were unable to learn where the builet 
came from. At Sheepshead Bay race- 
track, while standing in a crowd, John 
Fowles of Buffalo was wounded m 
the 
head by a stray 
bullet. Mr. 


Fowles was rendered 
unconscious. 


There were ten deaths in Greater New 
York from the heat and humidity. 


At Wanamie, a town near Wilkes- 


barre, five boys were killed and nine 
others injured last night while cele- 
brating the Fourth of July. Two of 
the killed were brothers named Pachu- 
nis, two other brothers named Shuka- 
wicz, and the other named Long. They 
had placed powder in a pipe and it 
failed to go off. 'They then forced a 
stick of dynamite into the pipe and 
began pounding it. A terrific explosion 
followed. Four of the boys were fright- 
fully mangled and the fifth died on the 
way to the hospital. Some of the in- 
jured are so badly hurt that they may 
die.

London, July 5.—At the annual In- 


dependence day dinner of the Ameri- 
can society at the Hotel Cecil, Hon. 
William J. Bryan, made the address of 
the evening. Nearly 500 members and 
guests surrounded the society's board 
and cheered patriotic sentiments with 
the peculiar zest born o£ exile. Am- 
bassador Whitelaw Reid and Mr. 
Bryan engaged in some sharp, 
but 


good humored raillery and banter over 
political differences, the crowd evinc- 
ing its enjoyment 'of the sport with 
hearty cheers and shouts of laughter. 
Mr. Bryan's theme was "The White 
Man's Burden." The address was non 
partisan and dealt in a general way 
wtih the opportunities and responsi- 
bilities of the so-called Christian na- 
tions in their dealings with the peoples 
of the Orient, in India as well as the 
Philippines, in China, Japan and other 
oriental nations. Mr. Bryan said: 


"Our 
country has 
reason to con- 


gratulate itself upon the success of

Roosevelt

peace between Russia and Japan. 
Through him our nation won a moral 
victory more glorious than a victory 
in war. King Edward has also shown 
himself a promoter of arbitration and 
a large number of members of parlia- 
ment are enlisted in the same work.

English speaking nations are thus ar- 
rayed on the side of peace. 


"Society has passed through a period 


of aggrandizement, the nation staking 
what they had the strength to take 
and holding what they had the power 
to "hold. But we are already entering 
a second era, an era in which the na- 
tions discuss not merely what they 
can do, but what they should do, con- 
sidering justice to be more important 
than physical prowess. In tribunals 
like that of The Hague, the chosen 
representatives of the nations weigh 
questions of right and wrong, and give 
a small nation an equal hearing with 
a great and a decree according to 
conscience. This marks an immeasur- 
able advance. 


"But another step yet to be taken: 


Justice, after all, is cold and pulseless, 
a negative virtue. j"he world needs 
something warmer,' 'more generous. 
Harmlessness is better" than harmful- 
ness. But positive helpfulness is vast- 
ly superior to harmlessness and we 
still have before us a larger, higher 
destiny of service. Even now there 
are signs of the approach of this third 
era, aot so much in the actions of 
governments as in the growing ten- 
dency of men and women in many 
lands to contribute their means, in 
some cases their lives - to the intel- 
lectual moral awakening of those 
who sit in darkness. 
Nowhere are 


these signs more abundant than in 
our own beloved land."
